In NbvEMBra 1948 the United States Office of Educatidn 
re<^ved an invitation through «the Embassy of Sweden, Wash- 
ington, D. C., from the Sweden- America Foundation in Stock- 
holm for Dr .

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SWEDISH SCHOOL REFORM ACT OF 1950

The passage on May 26, 1950; by the Swedish Parliament (Riksdagen) 
of the Swedish School Reform Act of 1950 (Royal Proposition No. 70 of 
February 3, 1950, concerning lines of guidance in the development of the 
Swedish School system) climaxed, with reference to elementary education 
in Sweden, more than a century of progress since Sweden’s first com- 
pulsory education act of June 18, 1842. 

The first section of the Reform Act provides that "Measures shall be 
. taken to introdu<^ within a period to be later determined, a 9-year com- 
pulsory comprehensive school, designed — insofar as the projected experi- 
ments demonstrate its expediency— to replace the elementary school, 
continuation school, the upper elementary school; the municipal middle 
school, and the reailskola (lower secondary school). 

AJl-roond experimenu shall be carried ogt oonoeruing suitable forms of work for 
the oomprebensive school, as for instance oonoeming diffmntiatioa of the pupils 
and the curriculum into lines of study in view of differences of bent among the 
pupils, concerning tbe work inside the school, and concerning the acceptance of 
pupils into the oomprebenarve scboid on tbe basis of a school maturity examina- 
tion. Experimenu shall also be conducted with different forms of practical middle 
schools. 

The comprehensive school shall comprise 3 levels of 3 years each. In- 
struction at the lowest level shall, as a rule, be in charge of primary school 
teachers trained for service in classes 1-4; on the middle level in chai^ 
of middle school teachers with training for classes 3-6; and on the highest 
lev^ classes 7-9, in charge of subject teachers. Instruction in KngTiah 
shall begin in the fifth class. Preparatory trade instruction shall be given 
in class 9. ‘ 

The foUovring summary of the first few paragraphs of the introductimi 
to the Royal proposition as presented gives the onderlying educational 
philosoidiy not only of the School Refmrn of 1950 but also of mn^ of 
the long-range educational development in' Sweden: 

Public eoo o e m with reference to edocatioa eau nerer be limited to preeent 
needa. InaUnctioB givea at our teaser training ecboola riioahl be the baafa aho 
for work one generation ahead in tbe aoboob of the futon. It ia not enough thaa

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Toung teaoban be prepared for work in the pramt acbooi aTatem, aa far aa ppa< 
Bible they muat be made familiar alao with the deveiapiiHat of the aebool ayataB, 
iu moat immediate future goal, and with tbe changed demanda that may be 
placed upon them by a reformed aehool eyatem. The many acbooi bmldinga to be 
oonatmcted during immediate yeara, moat, eren they, eerre the inatmctional 
needa of one or more geoerationa to come. They mmt be planned with the fnture 
in mind aa far aa aehool conditions can be foretold in order to aroid poor inveat- 
menu. The municipaUtiea need to know the intentioiia of tbe Sute cooceming 
education id planning for their local organiaation problema of varkma types. For 
the State it ia no leaa neoeSaary to understand cl^y tbe treoda of educataonal 
development and at the right time to formulate ha go^ that ia one of tbe aaamnp- 
tiona in order that public expendituraa in the difiemt Sehis of aetiTi^ may be 
vreigbed against each otbor and in line adth poblio reeooroes. 

Demaijds for long^ange pUnning in ednoatioo were made long before our dme. 
Already in the ao^salled "Committee of geohnee” whkdi presented its reoom< 
mendatione in December 1828, C. A. Agaidh ptosded for aoeli proCedore. In faia 
final auteraent he compUined that the committee bad limited ha too much 

to inundate needa. It ahoold have aa^ed itaelf what waa baeS of the 
of the time oooc^ng educatiooal matters. The whole ahoold hava bean inveati. 
gated, not merely the parte. It ahouid have beeo more ineomhent on tha emnmit* 
jee to detemiiDe in gatteral the directioo in which aO iaqiroveaeat in tha adooa. 
tional ayatem abould be mule, rather than to determine apectfie changer; to draft . 
a cobareoi cooceptioa of a school syatem to whidi tbe SwedUi ayatem finally. If ^ 
^ alowly, oouM approsimate itaaif, rather than propoae irapoevaoMat only 
for the preaent or for tbe next 5 to 10 years. ' ^

pnqmratory education, in 1878 the first plan of elsmantary aehool imtractioo waa 

preacribed with tbe 6<leaa acbooi aa tbe normal type, and ia 1882 tbs oompnbory 
school age waa defined by a deenion that the oehod ^ ahoeld be from

The Swedish Reform Act of I960 was preceded by more than 10 years 
of preparatory work. In November 1940 tbe Minislcr of Education 
authorised a committee in which he himself served as chairman to study 
tbe twganization of education in Sweden. "Die committee was mainly one 
of experts representing tbe different typ^ offschools and educational 
interests in Sweden. In January 1946 this was followed by a semnd com- 
mittM otmmting mainly of laymen, representing the pcditical parties in 
Parliament. In this committee also, the Minister of Education served as 
chairman. ' 

The following pages of this bulletin are devoted to an account of the 
Swedish eduMtional system for which the School Reform of 1950 was 
idannod and in which ezperimenul work is already m progress. 

administration 

Sweden is a constitutional monardiy in which the principle of parlia* 
mentary sapremacy has long been accepted and in which the King rules 
after ta king counsel with his ministers. Tbe Swedish Eabinet (Statsrkd) 
comprises at present 11 ministers or department chiefs (departeinents* 
chefer) and 5 ministers without portfolio (konsulutiva statsrkd). As from 
July 1, 1947» tbe regular 'tfeparUnents are the Department of:

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In addition to the departments which transact only the important 
affairs of the Crown such as matters pertaining to government hills in 
Parliament and the translation into practical administrative form of legis- 
lation enacted hy Parliament there are the independent central agencies. 
From an organizational viewpoint the <?cntral agency operates under the 
department concerned, but is responsible only for the proper administra- 
tion of the duties assigned to it by its Letter of Instruction from the 
Crown. These instructions generally outline the organization of the 
agency, the qualifications and duties of its officers, the work of the agency, 
and the extent of its authority in making decisions and in inspecting and 
controlling subordinate offices. The instructions charge each agency with a 
general responsibility for all developments within its individual adminis- 
trative field. Each agency is also supposed to take the initiative in seeing 
that its spbeVe of gpvemment is properly administered. 

Another important function of the central agencies is to submit formal 
opinions on the legislative proposals and reforms put forward by the 
government. 

Each central adminutrative agency is in chaig^ of a director-general 
(generaldirektor). Like the departments, the agencies are organized into 
bureaus. The chiefs of these bureaus aid the director-general and comprise 
the "board” of the agency. 

The three roost important agencies in the Department of Education 
are the Natkmal Archive (Riksarkivet), the Board of Eklucation (Skol- 
o verst yrelsen), and the Vocational Training Board (Overstyrelsen R>r 
yrkesutbildning). TTie national Archive -serves partly as archives of na- 
tional administrative records and partly as a central authority over smalfer 
public archives throughout the country. 

• Between them the Board of Education and the Vocatkmal Training 
Board supervise the educational system as a whole except for special 
institutions, such as agricultural, military, and navigation schools. The 
Board of Education is in charge of elementary and secondary education 
and also of adult education programs insofar as they receive government 
subsidies. Except for the research Kbraries at Stockholm, Up|Mala, and 
Lund it also superintends thf^tate-supported library system. 

The universities and other (stitutions of higher education enjoy a rela- 
tively large degree of autonomy and are not under the direction of a 
central authority. The Facuities of the State Universities of Uppsala and 
Lund and the Caroline Surgical Medical Institute choose a university 
Chancellor who has a certain controlling authority over these institutioos, 
and in some respects over the private Universities of Slothholm and 
Cothmiburg.

Orfinlzatlon of o l tm i ttw y oducatlofi " 

According to a royal regulation of June 12, 1936, the ciemenUry achod 
beg i n n i n g with the achotil year 1948—49 comprised seven l*year classes. 
UntilAlltiiv^t could be a 6* or 7-year school. At the beginning of school 
year 1948-49 this development was completed to the extent that only 
9 out of a total of 2,449 school dhtricts bad been granted tempmary 
extension of the period of transiticm. Further, 60 school distrkts, includiag 
30 in rural areas had extended their perk>d of com{Hilsory school attmd- 
anoe beyond 7 years and established 8-year elementary a^oob. 

The two lower classes of die elemenury schod comprise the primary 
school (literally "small school" — sm&skola); and the remaining classes, 
the elementary school proper (egentliga folkskola). 

Sweden has four types of elementary schools. The two main types, A 
and B, offer full-time instruction throughout the school year. At type A 
schools each class is in charge of a separate teacher. At type B schools one 
teacher has charge of two or more chiases. 

Exceptional types C and D may be established only in special instances 
where local conditions make a main type' out of the question. Type C is 
found in areas of sparse population ami resulting long disunce to school. 
It is a half-tuae elementary school with 1- or 2-teacher divisions. Each 
teacher diviskHi comprises at least two instructioo divisions receiving 
instruction alternately, either every second day during the entire school 
year, or every day during half of the year. 

Exceptional t)rpc D is a minor elementary school found only in remote 
• areas with lew children. It 'is a 1-teacber school with classes forming 
either one instructioo division with full-time teaching or two half-time 
instruction diviuons with the pupils of each dtviaioB attending school 
every second day throughout the schod year, or daily for half of the year, 
liutraetion on both elementary and primary sefaiod levels is <^eted 
usualfy by a teaefam^ who baa passed c^y the exaimnation foe pmnary 
schod teadiers (p. 20). 

In 1950 a totd of 611,869 ohUrmi atteadml elmnentary and primary 
school in Sweden. Of these, 237,813 lived in ritimi; 372,705, in rural areas; 
and, 1351, w areas of sfutrse population. The dty schools had a total of 
9t6Ti teachei^'the country K^oob, a total of 19376 laaefaers. 
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Duration of Study 

The majorify of school districto have a achooJ year of 39 weeka, the re- 
mainiBg districta a school year of 36^ weeks. The achod week oompriaea 
6 ^ya of matniction. In the primary school the school day cannot exceed 

5 hours f^each pupil, and in the elementary a<J»ool. in general, not over 

6 hours. The total number of dass hours a week, including the morning 
religious service should not exceed a total of 36 class hours. 

Compuhnry school attandanc* 

Corfpulaory school attendance begina with the calendar year in which 
child attains the age of 7 years and ends with that in which he attains 
the age of 14 years. A chUd who has not acquired the infonnatioo neces- 
sary for a leaving certificate by the time be attains the school-leaving age 
must continue in sch«J until the close of the school year in which he 
^me^ 15 years of age. A child who has earned his leaving certificate 
before attainment of the school.leavmg age may be exempt foom'scfaool 

attendance but not until tbe calendar year in whtcb be becomes 13 vears 
of age. ^ 

A child may begin school during the calendar year in which be attains 
the ap of 6 years before July 1 if tbe parents so desire and if be is found 
s^aently mature through examination by a physician and by testing. 
On the other hand, the beginning of school attendance may be postponed 
a year ui tbe case of a child who is immature.

In February 1950 the State secondary schools included 67 h^^e all- 
minna liroverk eadh comprising a gymnasium with an attached real- 
skoia, and 152 reabkc^tx* not attached to a gymnasium. Of these 219 
reaUkolor 65 txmifwised both a 4-yMr and a 5-year realskola, 139 a 4-year 
reaiskola only, and 15 a S-year realdiola only. 

Realskolan offers a ^neral educatkm type of instruction. In additicm 
smne realsk<Aw c^er in their two highest dames one or more practical 
lines instmctum cornfarising a 2-year commercial, technicai, or home 
economics course. Tlie gmieral educatitm line closes with an examination 
eali^ the rMleacamm; the practical line doses with the practical (praktiak)' 
realexamen. A summary the fareparation for Um reaksamen as expressed 
in snbjects and bom a wedk per school year, beginning with the autumn 
of 1948k is given in table 2 for Um 5« Mod the 4-year realskda. ^

Study at the gym- 
nasium as expressed in subjects and number of hours a week per schitol 
year is given in ubiea 5 and 6. 

During the first 2 years of the 4-yesr gymnasium and during the first 
year of the 3-year gymnasium all subject of the prescribe*! rurrH'iiluin nrr 
compulsory. The classes of the Ust 2 years of the gymnasium ha\c a 
system of eleetives and comprise the "diffeientiated gymnasium'’ (differ-* 
enUeratk gymnasium).

In the Latin line the written examination 
includes Swedirii, f js tin , and French; in the reallinje, Swedish, English, 
and mathemaAs (general course). If he wishes, the examinee in the Latin 
hue may take a written examination also in German, KnglUb , i(nd matbe- 
matica. The examinee, in the reallinje may do the same in German, 
physics, and in, either French or special mathematics. The oral examina- 
tion is concerned miunly with the work of the last 2 years and includes 
4 <MT 5 subjects. At least one-quarter but not more than ope-half hour is 
devoted to eadi subject. 

Examinees from secondary schools not authorized to give the student 
examination may be examined as privatists ({wivatister) before a spedal 
exa min ation committee. .Qne who has passed the student eTainiiiiirioy i 
nuy take a supplementary examinatioa according to the requirements 
of the student examination. The supplementary examination may rover 
a subject already included in the student examination to raise the nuirk 
made, or it may Iw taken in a subject not included in the original exami- 
narioo.

^ Technical vocational schools (tekhiska fadcskolor).— These schools are 
located at Eskilstuna, Karlskrdna, Malmo, Stockholm, VesterAs, drebro. 
and Filipstad. They aim to give technical training which in additimi to 
industrial experience is necessary for foremen at shops, factories, and 
other industrial concerns as well as for draftsmen and labqrahiry assistants 
in architectural and building eonstruction offioes. The coum is geimrally 
, 2 years in duration and ends with the ingenjorsexamen. If the instructkm 
is confined in part or in its entirety to evening courses, it extends over a 
period of 3 to 4 years. For admi^ion, the applicant must be at least 17 
years of age, have schooling coiWsponding to the requirements of the 
^ realexamen, and have completed at leas^|2 years of practical experience.

The seminaries are State institutions goTcmed by Royal statutes- 
issued January 21, 1938, for the primary school seminaifoe and June 19, 
1%7, for tiiose of the elementary sdiool and by regulatiooa supplementary 
to tbMe statutes. j 

The aim of instruction at both types of seminaries — **shall be to educate 
the students to he skillful, broad-minded, ai^ sympathetic teachers of 
'elementary school children. It dtaO give the gtm^ oducatkm and . 
fpaainMfl hiformatioo which the students oeed for their future ca ll i n g, 
#iiw to arouse a deake for further infmniatioa and skill through oontiniied 
edncatiQSi, and imbue thrai with loyalty to timir chosMi profosanm.**

Practice Bchool (dcningiiskofan).— Attached to each seminary and under 
the supervision of its rector is a practice school.

For the 2-year 
at the seminaries for the education of primary scliool teachers it 
comprises a primai 7 s^ool and the two lower classes of tlie elementary 
sd^l. At the seminaries for the education of elementary school teachers 
it includes a primary school and the elementary school proper, supple- 
mented when possible by a higher division of the elemenury school and 
a continuation school. In the higher division of the elemenury school 
instruction for each pupil shall not exceed 7 class hours a day.

General regulations for the two types of seminaries are similar. Thus 
at both types all studenu in the 2-year line and in the two highest classes 
oi the 3- and 4-year lines must work out independently a project or indi- 
vidual work suited to hw uienu and interest in addition to the regular 
work of the class. In the highest class of the line concerned the individual 
work romprises a more profound study of some phase of a subject of in- 
struction offered at the seminary.. 

Guidance and direction for each project is given by the instructor of the 
subject concerned. To allow additional time for the individual work, 
students of the next to the highest class in each line at the elemenury 
school reminaries are exempt for 12 days from instructMHi in courses not 
dirwtiy connected with the project; studenu at the primary school semi- 
naries are exempt in a similar manner for 10 days. Further, students in 
the highest class of each line at the elementary school seminaries are 
allowed 4 hours a week thrmighout the school year for the indivkli I ' 
work, those in the hq^iest class of the primary school seminaries are 
allowed 3 hours a week.

At the end of each semester the student receives a report of the marks ^ 
has made in conduct, orderliness, and in infonnation and skill in-his 
Tarioos subjects of instruction. For promotkm the student must make tit 
least tbe mark "approved*’ in each of the required subjects of instruction. 
An exception may be made in one of the subjects music, manual training 
and, if doe to illness, in gymnastics. Promotimi to the next higher class 
is decided by the Faculty Council at the end of the school year few each 
student.

According to KTH, Its Organization, Staff, Laboratories and 
Current Research Work, issued in March ,1949 by the Royal Institute 
of Technology of Stockholm the Institute at that time had a staff of 435 
members ^mprising 56 professors, 2 demoiistratr^ 79 associate profes* 
pors, 33 lecturers (docents), 72 assisunt teachers, and 193 instructors.

Candidate examination in dentutry (taftdlakarhandidatexamen). — Prepa- 
ration (or this examination is given in the form of coursM which may be 
completed within 1 year. The main subjects of the examinatioa in each 
of which a tentamen must be taken, are (a) anatomy, (b) histology and 
embryology, (c) cbemistry, (d) [diyaics and physiology: and the following 
special courses, each of which ends with sludbrfor (test) (a) special dental 
anatomy, (6) speciaf Cental histology, (c) pit^edeudc bite study, (d) 
general bacteriology. 

To pass the candMate examination in dentistry die student must make 
a passing mark in each tentamen and slutfMtdr in the required subjects 
of the examination. 

The first semester is devoted to the study of anatomy, special dental 
anatomy, hist<dogy and embryolt^ and special dental Otology, and to 
beginning study of idiysios and physiology. The second, semester is de- 
voted to the completion of physics and pbyskd<^, and to the study of 
diemistry, propaedeutic bite analysis, and general bacteriology. 

Except for special dental anatcuny and propaedeutic bite analysis which 
are studied at the Dental Colleges of Stockholm and Limd, respectively, 
the instruction is carried on mostly at the institutes of the Caroline 
Medico-Surgical Institute for the Dental Gdlege of Stockholm and at the 
Institutes of the Medical Faculty of the University of Lund for the Dental 
College of Malm5. 

Dentai examination (tandldkarexamen ). — After passing the candidate 
examination in dentistry preparation for the dental examination may be 
completed normally in 4 years. The dental examination comprises the 
following subjects in each of which an individual examination (tentamen) 
must be taken: tooth decay, prosthesis, dental surgery, odontological 
orthopedics, deptal x-ray diagnosis, general pathology, |diarmacology;

dren's teeth, bite analysis and paradontoprosthesis (paradontoprotetik), 
materials.

A student who has received a work certificate from the polyclinics and 
laboratories of the Dental Institute shall take a tentamen or sUttfoiMr

Tbe pharmaceutical examinations are the Candidate examination in 
I^armacy and the pharmaceutical examination.

It Bdpvts as a preparatory examina- 
tion for those who are planmng to take the rpharmaceu deal examination 
and as a final examination for those planning to serve in positions in drug 
stores which may be filled by caiulidates in > pharmacy. Prior to 1945 
preparation for the candidate examination in pharmacy was uniform rc- 
gardlesAof the purpose for which the lamination was Uken. Since 1945, 
applicants planning to prepare for the pharmaceutical examination have 
A been placed in group A and those not planning to take the pharmaceutical 
examination in group B. After completion of at least 1 year of practical 
work in a drug store group B pupils take a modified course in pre^ration 
for the candidate examination. This modified course differs from the regu- 
Ur course mainly in that the requirements in physics and chemistry are 
somewhat lower. Those who take the candidate examination in pharmacy 
in group B are not qualified for admission to study in preparation for the 
pharmaceutical examination. 

Candidate examination in pharmacy (farmacie kandidatexamen).— 
Pharmaceutical training begins with 2 years of work at a drug store as 
an apot^$dev (drug store pupil). Admission for this is granted each year 
by the Medical Board (Medicinal Styrelsen) to a limited number of ap- 
plicants. Tor admission the applicant must be of good health and reputa- 
tion, free of any ailment that might interfere with work in a drug store, 
and not more than 25 years of age. In his maturity examination or in a 
supplementary examination he must have made at least the mark ap- 
proved in biology and hygiene in the Latin- or realgymnasium; and in 
mathematics (general course), physics and chemistry in the realgym- 
nasium.

THE ROYAL COLLEiGiE OF FORESTRY 
(Kimgl. Skogshogskolan) 

The Royal College of Forestryi was founded, in Stockholm in 1826 as a < 
private infititute^of forestry. It became a State institution in 1828imd 
was reorganized to a College of Forestry (literally "High School oy For- 
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eafey”— Skogsbogskola) in 1915. Through a Royal astute of July 31; ‘ 
1945, the school is charged with the task of imparting scientific and prac- 
tical. instruction in forestry and to further the development <rf forestry ’ 
^rough scientific research. ' . . . 

Prior to 1936^e Obllege of.FordItry offered two courses, a higher ' 
course called "jS^astarkursen** which aii^pd to give training in forestry 
and to^ promote ^e science of forestry nationally, and a lower course 
called 'forstmastarkursei^' whfch in addition to imparting the neoeMary 
theoretical information aimed to give practical insight and readiness 'd 
woodcraft r^isite for the portion of assistant for^ter or for a minor .
